Irfaneh, a 
giMHl-l(M>king miss by Mesmerist — La Cheviot, and 
ridden by Xicol, was the luckiest in getting away 
from the i>ost and led the others to tiie finish. 
Holy Mass, also lucky at the start, was the 
winner's closest pursuer throughout and held second 
place safe. Arionette, which had been showing 
s|p<ed in iireliminary trials, acted green at the bar 
ricr and suffered from being bumped into at the 
start, but was good enough to take third place 
from K. Corrigan’s Anno McOee. Oala, on account 
of her looks and fast trials, was extensively backed, 
but suffered from being crowded at the start and 
fi'll in the first fifty yards. 

Like the preceding racis of this chariicter, then 
was the usual display of lack of exiarleuce on the 
]iart of the s«:veral starters, and no true line as ti 
their racing qualities can Ih> based on their show 
ing this afternoon. .\t that the winner im|)ressed 
close observers as being a filly likely to develop 
into a useful racer, much al»ove the average.

— Tlie record for 
Idg attendance at southern California tracks was 
liroken ttsl.-iy when a crowd estimated at bctweci; 
ll.lHSi iind 12.000 visited Santa Anita I’ark. TIm- 
big gathering can easily l»e aecounled for b.v lh» 
fact that tlie tournament of roses :iii(l luirad*' ii. 
I’.'isaddia closed at n<Hi;i and man.v of its specta 
tors ran over to s-tend the holiday afternoon at 
Santa .\nita Bark. 

Tlie feature race of the day, the Ro.se .Selling 
.Stakes, was taken by Glenecho, a rank outsider in 
the betting. He was thought to have little chunci 
b.v owner I’. T. (’hiiin and his friends, but surprised 
them liy dashing into the lead when the barriei 
went nji and remaining there to the end, winning 
with comparative ease. 

The racing was marred by what may prove to lie 
:i very serious accident to jiwkey Iteiiuisou. Suinnie.- 
Cloud, on which lie had the mount, crossed his legs 
It the start ill tlie third race and threw him himvily. 
breaking his left arm. The Imi.v is still unconscious 
and his injuries may prove fatal. 3'he entry of 
Summer Cloud will lx- refused hereafter. 

The draw-in today consisted of nineteen Imoks. 

Sam Hildreth was siicct'ssful in winning a purse 
with llie first horse he sent to the post here, Valjeaii 
winning the first youngster race of tiie year witii 
comparative ease. 

GRIFFIN’S GOOD TWO-YEAR-OLDS, 

H. T. GritTiii’s eastern division of his stable of 
"acers coiiKl.tis of K.sr! tL and tbii yearllw'ts, .xi; by 
different sires. Mr. Grltlin's brother. \V. R. Griflin, 
has charge of the stable at Belmont Bark. 

Tlie yearlings are a fine collection, and while 
none bromfht fancy prices at the sales they display 
all the ear-marks of runners, and it is evident 
Tommy Griflin still retains the judgment of a thor- 
ough horseman. 

The largest is a chestnut colt by King William 
II-.-Vivette, by Sir Moilred. He is a half-brother 
to Loupy, a winner in IDOtJ. His sire. King William 
II.. is a full-brother to the grand stake winner, 
Kingston. While he is a colt of great size he is a 
ihapely fellow, deep through the heart, well coupled 
.ind with a good substantial set of legs and feet. 

Bliies is the sire of a bay filly out of I.ady Bal- 
lard. by Ballard. This filly is a half-sister to five 
winners, the most prominent of which was Kingdon. 
by Kingston. Kingdon was a colt of good class, 
winning the Houble Event, Expectation, Ui^er- 
graduate and several other important events. She 
is a length.v filly, and although her sire was a light- 
barreled horse she does not resemble him in this 
respect, and probably gets her stamina from her 
dam. whose produce were of the compact order. 

A. brown filly by Alloway — One Moment, by 
Birate of Benzaiice, has more size than the Lady 
Ballard filly. Her trials were very satisfactorj-, 
especially in the mud. She comes from a good 
famil.v and if she trains on should prove a service- 
,ible filly. 

Black Lily is the dam of a black filly by Wools- 
tliorpe. This is a neat, racy miss, and looks a deal 
like her granddani, Lily of the West, who was a 
higli-class iierformer on the western race courses 
some years ago. She is well turned, having a fine 
oblique shoulder, shapel.v quarters and good under 
pinning. She was well tried and sliowed her heels 
to many of the yearlings Mr. Griflin shipped to the 
coast. 

A liay filly b.v St. Maxim — Sweet -\nna Bage, by 
The Bard, is rather small, but is a taking tyjie 
filly, and. being a good doer, will probably thrive 
and spread out during the winter months. In her 
trials she gave much promise and is a filly of fine 
action. 

CRACK JOCKEY SIGNS FOR AMERICA. 

I. ftidon. Jniiuar.v 1. — The famous ste»»plechase 

jockey, Ernest Biggott, who has been riding with 
conspicuous success recently in France, has aban- 
doned his intention of returning to England, at any 
rate for the |iresent, having concluded arrangements 
to ride next year for Mr. Btizer, an American gen 
tienian. who was t’ol. R. Neville’s racing partner 
in l!)(M! in Hercubdd, Dick Roberts, Wellsiurne and 
otiier iiorses and in whose favor he refused several 
flattering offers from, among others, Davis’ stable, 
-\I. Gaston-Dryfus and Mdme, Clement Brocureur. 
Biggott has ridden ufiwards of fifty winners and in 
the existing dearth of capable horsemen at home, 
doubtless many owners here will regret his change 
of front.

O’Brien rides for the Maher and .Mason for the 
Hartigan Stable, both Irish, and the ieading estab- 
lishment of the Illegitimate season, so-called, which 
fills out Hie winter months of English racing. Re- 
cently the pair hooked up In a dead heat at Folke 
stone, in the south of England, on Garrow Hill 
and B. M. The English racing sharps declare that 
the riding was superb and worthy of such masters, 
jockeys and flnlabers as Maher, Watts or Higgs. 



Recommends Repeal of Percy-Gray Law to 
New York Legislature. 

Xew York, January 1. — Governor Iliighe.s’ mes- 
sjige to the legislature today attacks racing and 
asks lh<> legislature to take art ion for the re|ieal of 
Hie Bere.v-(;ray law. 

Ho quotes .\rliele 1. Section 9 of the eonstitiltlon 
as amended in 1S!»5, providing against iMMikmaking, 
lasds and lotteries and says that the legislature 
passed a law the same year permitting Isiokiiiaking 
It authorized tracks where iio record of liet.s was 
ke|it. He also quotes .a deeisioii of Judge Cullen, 
teehiiically iipholiliiig the law and then goes on as 
follows; 

different question, however, is presented to 
the legishiliire hi the exercise of its discretion aud 
Itiat is the question of legislative polii> aud of a 
siilistdiitiul, and not a mere technical compliance 
with the cxiilicit constitutional provi.siou. The 
constitution makes it the diil.v of the legislature to 
enact appropriate laws to prevent jiool selling, 
iMMikiiir.kiiig and otlier kinds of gamiding. Ex- 
!a»riein-e ha.s sliowii Hint the laws ciiactisl h:ive not 
aeconiplislied the purpose whieli the constitution 
flelines. 

“The evils and' demoralizing Infiiienees, and. It 
may be added, the economic waste at which the 
•■oustirntion aimed, exists under the law and, in 
fact, are sllinniatcsl and increased throngh its pro- 
visions. Tile diseriniination in pimalties now exist- 
ing rests on iu> distinetion that is justified to 
the isipular mind. ITililic sentiment is against such 
arbitrary distiiietions, witli tlie result that the laws 
against gambliiig outside of race tracks have been 
fletH.d and Hiy ndHiiuistration of jhe law baa been 
broiiglit into contempt. 

“The eonstitiitiun makes no exception of race 
tracks. 1 recommend that the legislature carry out 
the clear direction of the people without dlscrlml- 
nation. In connection with the repeal of the exist- 
ing exception, I recommend that the offences de- 
scribed in section 351 of the penal code should be 
punished by imprisonment, and that the alternative 
of fines should be abolished. 

“The racing law provides for a ta:j of five per 
cent iipmi the gross receipts at trotting and run- 
ning race meetings, which, under the agricultural 
law. becomes part of a fund for distribution each 
year among various agricultural societies in pre- 
scrilied proportions. In order that there may be no 
diminution of the support upon which these societies 
largely rely, appropriations may be made for their 
benefit to the extent necessary to secure to them 
amounts sulistantially equivalent to Hie sums they 
lieretofore have received. It is better that they 
should be supported ditectly than that the state 
sliould derive a revenue for this purpose through 
an indefensible partiality in the enforcement of the 
fundamental law.’’ 

This prolmhly will bring up again the hill that 
was in Hie house last season, bnt did not get out. 
Some turfmen of influence regard Hiis action of the 
governor as a serious matter and well calculated 
to break up the sport. They regret that the gov- 
ernor has placed himself on the side of the “Al- 
lens,” the “Xlgger Mikes” arid riffraff poolroom 
people, who are jnbilaiit over his message, and with 
li4s entire disregard of the breeding interests and 
projierty values reiiresented by the thoroughbred 
horse throughout the entire country. 

Other horsemen iMxih-|iooh the proposition and re- 
fuse to consider it us at all dangerous to the sport. 
t)ne said: “It is not likely that W. K. Vanderbilt 
would be siiendiiig $150,000 this winter improving 
and beautifying Slieepshead Bay unless he felt 
pretty sure of where he stood,” and there you are. 

ORBY OUT OF ALL HIS RACES. 

London. January 1. — Richard Croker’s Orme — 
Rhoda B. four-year old, Orby, the Kp«om Derby 
winner of 1907, has been struck out of all engage- 
ments in England. lie did not have many and no 
good reason is given for the declarations out of 
those stakes in which he was entered. That the 
son of Orme is practically sound for" racing purposes, 
and there would lie no doubt of his standing an- 
other preparation if only he were in England, but 
no Irisliinan claims tliat so far as training goes a 
liorse lias iinytliiiig like the same chance in Ireland 
as in Engiand, .xiid instead of thinking that Wool 
Winder was unlucky to be beaten for the Derby, 
it is wondering wliat manner of horse Orby must 
be who could go over from Ireland to win it. 
Certainly none has seen anything like the best of 
him, though it may be that a mile and a quarter 
is Iiis liest distance. 

Mr. Broker will make a colossal blunder if he 
retires this colt to the stud at four years old, for 
a Derby victory is not a sufllclent demonstration of 
his real merit, and as he can be "trained next year, 
if on suit aide ground, there seems to be every 
reason wliy he should lie given a ch-ance to show 
what he can do when at Ills best. A match be- 
twet'ii Orliy and Wool Winder is even being pro- 
liosed, without much chauce, however, of one being 
made. 

$300 A YEAR FOR A RACE TRACK. 

The modest way . In which some race tracks are 
operateil in Great Britain is lllnstrateil by the re- 
cent lease of the Lanark, Scotland, course for fifty 
years at $.!00 per annum. Upon the ground, how- 
ever, a new course Is to be laid out and ,BCw stands 
and olflees erected. Lanark gets two days’ rael 
usually In October, during the legitimate aeasoo. 



WINS A RICH STAKE AT OAKLAND IN 
RUNAWAY FASHION, 

Lee Rose Captures the Race for Two-Year* 
Olds — Gemmell’s Impressive Perform- 
ance — Miller Rides Poorly. 



Oakland. Cal., January 1. — Again did a horse tri- 
umph in a big stake at Oakland which had received 
Ills prep:iration at Arcadia, and liad Ix'eu sent hero 
from the south especially to parlicipate In Its 
rniining. This time it was Arimo from R. F. Car- 
man’s rardng establishment, now wintering in the 
south. The skillfully manipulated Spro<-kel8-hr«Ml 
horse had la>en defeated so regularly of late by 
inferior Iiorses, with Hie one exception of his last 
race, in wliieli he Iwat only moderate opponents, 
that the local liaiidieapper ' had been beguiled Into 
tossing the gigantic four-year-old into the Christ- 
mas Hiindieap with tlie featlier iiiqiost of 300 
isiiinds. Tlie rest was easy. Carman sent a big 
commission and his comuiisshmers never stopped 
iH'ttlng. 

The knowledge was general that Hie owner con- 
templated a huge plunge and the ring very promptly 
installeil Arimo a favorite at 2 to 1 in a field of 
ten, iiieinding the best liruiid of handicap peiTorin- 
ers in local training. In the actual rai'C the result 
was never in doiilit. Burns urged his mount into Hie

heart-breaking pace that at the end of six fur- 
longs thos«‘ liehind him were hopelessly leg weary. 
This left the favorite to come home alone. 

Trainer Blute had made no pretense of keeping 
his liorse under cover, but told everybody within 
reach and under eirciimstances of the widest pub- 
licity. .\rimo’s success probably brought more Iflnan- 
clal iM’iieflt to the race-going public than any pre- 
vious winning coup of this winter.

Beiff rede only six races in England, winning tlie 
Ei.som l)e.-}iy and Chester Ciip, and finishing second 
in one of tl'C principal handicaps. 

The Bibs regular racing season begins at Lincoln 
Marcii 23. wliieh is almost iilentieal with tlie ojien- 
iitg lieie in .America at Beiiiiing.

Dead heats In hurdle races arc not frequent, hut 
that In the three-year-old selling hurdle race at 
Plumpton a few days ago was the second in two 
days.

Mr. Richard Croker’s Irish estate, Glencairn, 
is situated aliout six miles from Dublin in a very 
delightful neighborhood, and immediately adjoins the 
^a-opardstown race course. B.v making additions to 
his landed possessions, Mr. Croker’s farm cannot 
now be far short of 500 acres, his latest acquisition 
iK-ing aliout 100 acres, which are to be added to 
the stud farm. 

Ormonde was never defeated on a race course. 
He rail sixteen times and won $142,325 In stakes'. 

Little Wonder, which won the Derby in 1840, 
was tlie smallest animal to win the race, being only 
fourteen hands three and one-half inches. 

In summarizing the successful sires of the present 
season, Warren Hill, the excellent critic of the 
Sjiorting Life, writes: 

“As matters stand. Persimmon, with Royal 
Dream, Mountain Apple, Perrier, Royal Realm, 
Rusheutter, Sea King, Your Majesty, Pearl of the 
laich. Persuasion, Burscough and others that ought 
to have won in the past season, looks like going to 
the head of the poll. 

“Next I am inclined to place Gallinule, with 
White Eagle. All Black. Little Goose, Miranda, 
French Partridge, and all Mr. Gilpin’s several other 
practical dark ones, such as Nelson, Rodney, etc., 
that are sure to win races. 

“St. Frusquin I take riext, with Lesbia, Rliodora, 
.St. Cyril. Frugality, Dusty Miller. St. Ollalia, etc. 
Desmond must come next with The White Knight, 
Sir Archibald, . uand League, Nairobi, Drlpsey, 
Damage, etc. 

“Between Isinglass, Cyllene, Martagon and Orme 
it Is difficult to decide, and possibly in another letter 
I may find some down amongst the ranks that will 
rise above them. Anyway, all the above are beyond 
the reach of ordinary breeders, and my search for 
coming sires must be amongst the rest.” 

Colonel W. Hall Walker got a heavy fall while 
riding with tlie Cheshire hounds last week, and 
was severely hurt, though he will recover. Colonel 
Walker created a record last racing season by 
winning the Gimcrack Stakes at York for the third 
year In succession, the successful animals being 
Colonia in 1905, Polar Star In 1906, and Royal 
Kciilm in 1007. He headed the list of winning 
owners both in 1907, with a total of $89,552.50, and 
ill 1905, with the huge sum of $128,435. He Is 
iiiiiih interested in horse breeding, and breeds most 
of tlie horses which carry his colors. He used to 
race extensively under National Hunt rules, and 
won the Grand National in 1896 with The Soarer. 

The Jockey Club has created a new office of iu- 
si>octor of race courses, and appointed Ckilonel Eason 
'tA’ilkinsoa, D. S. O., to it. The duties of the 
oitifial will be that of examiner of courses, stands 
and general racing methods, and upon his report the 
Jockey Club will take action.
